Mine cleanup. According to their people on the ground, EPA has released an Interim 
Plan for Incident Command Transition, according to the company’s representatives, the 
believe that EPA will be scaling down the Incident Command Post in Durango CO, and 
transitioning to a long-term operational plan that can be supported by the Agency’s 
Regional Offices.
